Fernandina,  Fla.,  Mov.  30,  1936.  Fort  Clinch  State  Park  is  and  has  been 
leading  all  other  state  parks  in  Florida  from  the  standpoint  of  visitors  for 
quite  some  tine,  it  was. recently  learned  by  U.  V.  Hillican,  Fort  Clinch  Project 
Foreman,  from  C.  H.  Schaeffer,  Director  of  State  Parks. 

■A  Survey  of  last  week's  records  show  that  representatives  from  22  states  4 
the  District  of  Columbia,  England  and  Cuba  passed  through  the  grounds  of  the 
Historic  Old  Fort.  The  American  visitors  came  from  states  extending  from  Oregon  | 
to  Maine . 

The  historical  old  fort,  which  guards  the  entrance  to  Cumberland  Sound, 
along  with  twelve  hundred  acres  of  land  has  recently  been  acquired  for  a State 
Park  by  tho  Florida  Park  Service.  The  construction  of  this  Fort  was  approved 
by  Jefferson  Davis  when  he  was  Secretary  of  War,  prior  to  the  war  between  the 

Spates • 

A CCC  Side  Camp,  is  in  progress  to  develop  tho  property  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Park  Division  of  thG  National  Park  Service  and  to  restore  a part  of  the  J 
Fort.  It  i3  planned  to  uso  part  of  tho  Fort  for  a museum,  and  portions  for  sor-  < 
ving  re  fro  aliments  and  for  sightseeing  purposes.  It  is  planned  to  provide  a res-  ; 
idcnce  for  tho  carctakor,  quarters  for  his  assistants,  c.nd  to  construct  horse- 
back riding  facilities,  foot  trails,  picnic  grounds,  trailor  camp  grounds,  out- 
door  fireplaces,  bathing  accommodations,  fishing  camps  and  numerous  other  facil- 
ities for  tho  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  public.  Tho  mile  long  jetty  oxtend- 
lg  out  into  the  ocoan  from  this  park  makos  an  excellent  fishing  place.

Fort  Clinch  has  numerous  gun  emplacements , underground  cisterns,  a scrios 


of  tunnels,  old  bake  shops,  officers  quarters,  br.rracks,  magazines,  guard  houses 
and  supply  houses.  This  fort  was  started  by  tho  United  States  Government  in  1847 
and  $746,000  was  spent  on  it  by  1861,  when  it  was  soizod  by  the  Florida  authori- 
ties and  occupied  by  tho  Third  Regiment  of  Florida  Volunteers,  Confederate  Army. 
In  1863  it  was  captured  by  Fodoral  Ships  and  Troops.  During  the  Spanish-Amorican 
’Tar,  Fort  Clinch  was  agc.in  heavily  garrisoned. 

Fort  Clinch  is  located  a.,  tho  north  end  of  historic  «molia  Island,  upon 
which  tho  English  and  Portuguese  are  supposed  to  lie.vu  landod,  1497-1513.  From 
this  time  on,  the  island  was  explored  b,  various  persons  among  the  first  of 
whom  was  Reno  do  Laudonnicrre , followed  ’o  y DoGourges,  Franciscan  missionaries 
a force  which  constructed  Fort  San  Carlos,  Spanish  traders,  Lord  Oglethorpe,  x 
(gencralrh  Grant,  Genoral  Andrew  Jackson,  Gregory  MacGregor  (an  advorturcr  intent 
upon  establishing  an  Independent  republic  under  tho  flag  of  Venizuela),  Luis 
iiury  (a  pirato  who  annoxed  the  is  lend  in  the  name  of  Mexico) , tho  Federal  and 
Confederate  forces.  During  this  period  flags  of  Franco,  Dpain,  Venizuil
